File #1366 – 123 Norwood Avenue 

Applicants, Michael Cuttita & Vanessa Cuttita, appeared before the board to request variances to 

construct a detached garage. An additional exhibit was entered into the record, Exhibit #10 - Proposed 

Garage Plans. When testimony was complete, all were given the opportunity to speak before the hearing 

was closed.  

 

File #1368 – 8 Lindberg Court 

Applicant Bruce Kaifler and Attorney Janice Whelan appeared before the board to request variances to 

construct a new two-tier retaining wall, and replace a single lower retaining wall to the dwelling.

Photos of 8 Lindberg Court, and Exhibit #16 – Email from Village. After testimony was complete, 

several residents spoke out in opposition to the application. Hearing was closed.
